My dear Flock: 

If there ar® any of you who 
are not making a sacrifice to send 
your children to a Catholic 
school, I should like to call your 
attention to a letter which I re- 
ceived this morning from a rural 
area of this diocese in which 
there are four parishes, all lo- 
cated from fifteen to twenty 
miles from the nearest Catholic 
High School.

Program Eucharistic

Pays Tribute To ‘Remarkable Example’

At Eucharistic Congress In Buffalo 


Buffalo, Sept. 25.—(NC)—High tribute was given to 
American priests by His Excellency Archbishop Amleto Gio- 


vanni Cicognani, A 
an address at the 


tolic Delegate to the United States, in 
ucharistic 


ongress here. 


He declared that the U. S. clergy has given a “remark- 
able example” by its “promotion of studies and schools,” has 


“brought recognition and 
the priesthood and to the Church” 
and has “effected magnificent good 
for the family and for society.” 
His Excellency gave this tribute 
in an address to priests at the con- 
gress, which marks the centennial 
of the establishment of the Buffalo 
diocese. 


At the same time the Arch- 
bishop set forth a program of 
daily living for priests in which all 
activities would be focused on the 
Eucharist. He urged them to “con- 
vergé every activity, 
thought, word and deed, even if 
only indirectly, to our Divine Sav- 
iour, as a token of gratitude for 
His real presence among us and as 
a remote or rather a continuous 
preparation for that sublime act we 
perform ~with Him every day, the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass.” 

Expressing his satisfaction that 
in America daily celebration of 
Mass “has come to the fore and 
has even become the normal rule” 
for priests, he warned that—except 
where the reason was persecution 
or other obstacles—those periods 
in the history of the Church when 
the Divine Mvsteries were cele- 
brated rarely “were not the best 
and were marked by tremendous 
decadences, individual and social.” 

“In our days, moreover, there is 
a special consideration that should 
compel us to keep alive eucharistic 
zeal and piety,” Archbishop Cicog- 
nani continued. “We live in an age 
of grave disorders, worst of all 
those that offend the family and

In Canada And 
Russia Compared 


Booklet Shows Reds Are 
Slaves In Sweatshops, 
Unions Have No Voice 


Montreal, Sept. 22 —( NC) —A 
booklet: entitled “The Communist 
Threat to Canada,” recently pub- 
lished by the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce, tabulates the com- 
parative rights of the working- 
man in Canada and in Soviet Rus- 
sia. Communists have often ap- 
pealed to Canadians on the 
grounds that Soviet Russia is a 
paradise for the workingman. 


The tabulation shows: 


1. In Canada the workingman 
can undertake collective bargain- 
ing through his union. In the 
USSR collective bargaining is for- 
bidden. Wages are set by the Red 
bosses and the workers and their 
unions have nothing to say about 
it. In Pravda for December 29, 
1945, Andreev on behalf of the 
Politbureau, announced: “The 
wage scale must be left entirely 
in the hands of the heads of in- 
dustry.”

Budapest, Sept. 15—(By Radio) 
—The Democratic Peoples party, 
which emerged as second strong- 
est party from the recent elec- 
tions in Hungary, is in no way 
connected with the Catholic 
Church and cannot be considered 
a political party reflecting the 
Catholic “Weltanschauung”. (view 
of life), according to a statement 
issued here by a Catholic spokes- 
man, 


The statement was issued in 
order to clarify public opinion in 
Hungary and abroad following re- 
ferences in the Hungarian and 
foreign press and radio which 
identified the Democratic Peoples 
party as an explicitly Catholic 
political party. 

“The result of the Hungarian 
elections,” the statement said, “is 
roof not of the strength of the 

emocratic Peoples party but of 
the endeavor of the Hungarian 
people to find some other political 
party besides the ones that play- 
ed a role in the last parliament.” 


(According to press dispatches 
from Budapest, the Democratic 
Peoples party obtained 16.2 per | 
cent of the total vote, compared | 
to 21.6 per cent for the commun- | 
ists and 15.2 per cent for the 
Small Holders. The leader of the 
party is Istvan Barankovics, whom 
press reports identify as “editor 
of a Catholic newspaper.” 

(The Democratic Peoples party | 
was not represented in the last 
parliament. It is believed to have 
derived its main strength from 
former supporters of the Small 
Holders, whose proportion of the 
total vote declined from 57 per 
cent in 1945 to 15.2 per cent at 
the August 31 elections. 


(The statement clarifying the 
position of the Church in Hungary 
toward the Democratic Peoples 
party recalls a report received 
prior to the elections which made 
clear that ecclesiastical authori- 
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ties in Hungary had declined to ac- 
cord official recognition to the In- 
dependent Hungarian Democratic 
rty, led by the Rev. Stephen 
alogh, a Catholic . priest who 
formerly served as secretary of 
state at the prime minister’s of- 
fice. The party led by Father 
Balogh received 5.1 per cent of 
the vote. The Christian Women’s 
party, led by Sister Margaret 
Slachta, Superior General of the 
Sisters of Social Service, obtained 
1.3 per cent of the total vote cast. 


(The Hungarian Bishops issued 
a statement before the elections, 
in which they .declared themselves 
“obliged to refrain from the ex- 
plicit support of any political par- 
ty,” urging Catholics at the same 
time “to exercise their right to 
franchise at all costs.”)

I told the good Lord and 
His mother that we needed 
some help. I certainly got it.”

Every member, after a heart 
examination, is to take the lit- 
tle piece of bread and drink 
the sup of wine, remembering 
that the broken bread and the 
poured out ‘fruit of the wine” 
is a picture of His broken body 
and shed blood. In my office 
is a picture of my departed 
brother. Hardly a day passes 


but that I will say to visitors, 
pointing to the picture “This 
is Walter.” It isn’t Walter at 
all; it is only a picture. Just 
as the bread and the wine pic- 
ture the broken body of our 
Lord and His shed blood. 

As I take the little piece of 
bread in my mouth, I remem- 
ber His body was broken and 
bruised for me _ between the 
jaws of death and hell ... 
As I look on the cup, I remem- 
ber that as the fruit of the 
vine is crushed, poured out, His 
whole being was crushed. His 
blood poured out that He might 
save us from sin and eternal 
perdition. 

It is a simple meal. It has 


no display about it. It is 
freighted with great meaning 
of the sacrifical death which 
was made, once and for all. 


Guilty Of Body And 
Blood Of The Lord 

The minister failed to quote | 
verses 27 to 30 of the same Chap-| 
ter, where St. Paul notes that the | 
one who partakes of Communion | 
unworthily is “guilty of the body, 
and blood of the Lord,” where he | 
tells that the one who does “eat ' 
and drink unworthily” does not! 
“distinguish the body” - and, | 
therefore, “eats and drinks damn- | 
ation to himself.” One could not 
partake of merely commemorative 
bread and wine unworthily, nor eat 
and drink damnation to himself by 
partaking of mere bread. 

Cardinal Wiseman, the _ great 
English scholar, who wrote the 
best book on the Holy Eucharist 
ever committed to print, proves 
conclusively that “eating one’s 
flesh” in the figurative sense ac- 
tually means to “calumniate” and 
to “do harm” to one. 

In the language spoken by 
Christ, in the Arabic and other 
languages closely akin to the lan- 


pguage Christ spoke, the figurative 


meaning of those words mean only 
that. Hence St. Paul would be tell- 
ing the people that unless they 
calumniated and did harm to Christ 
they would be damned. 

The Baptist position, or that of 
modern Protestants generally, 
should not be taken seriously at 
all. All Christians for fifteen solid 
centuries, believed and _three- 
fourths of all the Christians today 
believe in the Mass as Catholics 
do, and believe in the Lord’s Sup- 
per identically as Roman Catholics 
do in this day, and as they did 
throughout all the centuries: 

The Exercise Of 
The Priesthood 

The same Paul who wrote to the 
Corinthians, also wrote to the He- 
brews, to whom he presented not 
only Christ as the great High 
Priest, but spoke of “every high 
priest taken from among men” as 
“appointed for men in the things 
pertaining to God that He may 
offer gifts and sacrifices for sin.” 
He also tells the Hebrews that the 
Christians “have an altar.” Now 
an altar has no sense except in its 
conection with sacrifice. In many 
Protestant churches they have 
what they call an altar, but they 
should call it by some other name 
because it is never used as an 
altar. 

There are those who would say 
that Christ exercised the priest- 
hood of the New Law “once and for 
all,” so that there fs no longer 
need of the wunbloody § sacrifice 
known as the Mass. But this same 
Paul, in the whole seventh chapter 
of his Epistle to the Hebrews 
speaks of the exercise of the 


priesthood of Melchisedech by 


lest 


Christ “forever,” as foretold by 


David one thvusand years pre- 
viously. Christ began His priest- 
hood according to the order of 
Melchisedech at the Last Supper 
and not .on the cross, and imme- 
diately after offering it the first 
time empowered and commissioned 
the Apostles to continue it “until I 
come.” It was the “clean obla- 
tion” which the Prophet Malachy 
foretold would be offered among 
the Gentiles, as distinguished from 
the Jews “in every place from the 
rising of the sun until the going 
down thereof.” 

This and other teachings and 
practices of the Catholic Church, 
which are not accepted by Protes- 
tants, are not discarded because 
they are unscriptural, but rather 
because no church lacking Apos- 
tolic succession could consistently 
apply them. In consequence of this 
lack of Apostolic succession the 
clearest of all utterances of Christ 
and the clearest of all the teach- 
ings of His Apostles must be given 


jan interpretation which they were 


never intended to have, and which 
their contemporaries certainly did 
not understand as Protestants do 
today. 

Dr. Walker had a perfect right to

Christ.” 

The Evangelists, Matthew, 
Mark, Luke, declared in the clear- 
of terms that Christ did 
change bread and wine into His 
body and blood, and St. John, the 
other Evangelist, quoted © Christ, 
repeating Himself many times, as 
saying that He would give His 
“flesh to eat and His blood to 
drink.” 

No Catholic would “bow down 
and worship a piece of bread and 
a glass of wine,” but if the bread 
becomes Christ’s body and the wine 
His blood, with which His divinity 
is indissolubly associated, his 
faith would be a dead one if he 
did not bow down and worship it.

Europe Takes : 
Easy Way Out 


Most recent population studies 
show that Western Civilization has 
a great deal more to worry about 
than recurring wars. In fact it is 
warring against itself, and seven 
European countries are definitely 
on the downgrade: Austria, Bel- 
gium, England and Wales, Estonia, 
France, Sweden and Switzerland. 
The reason is birth control, or 
whatever the cause, a dwindling 
population. 


This and much more brought out 
by Harold C. Gardiner in his ar- 
ticle “Enemy of the West—Birth 
Control” in the leading article of 
the October issue of The Family 
Digest. The general trend which 
is indicated by most recent studies 
shows that the .population of the 
whole of Europe will increase from 
a total of 339 million in 1940 to 
421 million in 1960. That is the 
peak and by 1970 it will have de- 
clined to 417 million, with al] in- 
dications that the decline will be 
progressive from then on. It’s 
just a matter of the nations not 
waiting for an outside aggressor 
to conquer them, but of committing 
national suicide.

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Father Smith Instructs Jackson On The Scriptures 


The Third Missionary Journey: Ephesus 


BY THE REV. DANIEL W. MARTIN, C.M. 


FATHER S: As we start the third missionary journey with 
St. Paul, Mr. Jackson, what data do we have from the Acts on 
the. route he followed? 

vill.33 MR. J: He began from Antioch as usual; then 
he went through Galatia and Phrygia. The next 
thing we know, he is in Ephesus. | 

FATHER S: So the actual route followed by St. Paul is not 
certain, is it? It’s easy to determine, however, that the shorter 
of the two routes that he could have followed would have been a 
distance of well over 1000 miles. It was a trip of from seven to 
ten weeks of actual walking time. And to appreciate what that 
meant, we ought to recall what we said at the beginning of the 
second journey about both the difficulty of the country and the 
increasing age and disabilities of the great Apostle. 

MR. J: I try to remember those things when I read the Acts, 
Father. 

FATHER S: And now, first of all, I think we ought to say 
something of the principal objective of St. Paul at this time, the 
city of Ephesus. As you might have guessed, Ephesus was a city 
of great commercial importance. It was the metropolis of what 
we now know as Turkey. Paul knew that the faith planted in 
Ephesus would soon spread through all the Roman provinces of 
Asia, as it actually did. But we must not think that Ephesus was 
perfectly disposed_to receive the Gospel, or that it cost Paul 
nothing to found the Church there. Ephesus was also one of the 
great religious centers of antiquity. The Artemesium, the temple 
to Diana, was one of the seven wonders of the ancient world. And 
the cult of Diana was nothing more than the lewd, obscene type 
of worship that debased and travestied religion in the East. And 
finally, Ephesus was so much under the sway of the devil that it. 
had become the stronghold of black magic in the East. But as a | 
redeeming feature, there was a large Jewish population from) 
which St. Paul could take his start. St. Luke begins his account| 
with an incident that happened before the arrival of Paul. Can) 
vou tell me something about that? 

XVII: 24-28 MR. J: It concerned a man named Apollos, a | 

Jew from Alexandria. He had some connection with 
John the Baptist, and knew something about Jesus, because he 
preached the Way of the Lord in the synagogue. But he didn’t 
know all about Christianity, because Aquila and Priscilla had to’ 
instruct him after they heard him preaching. He then went over 
to Greece, where his eloquence and his. knowledge of the Old 


Testament were quite a help to the Christians in disputing with 


the Jews about the Messias. 

FATHER S: Apollos had probably learned what he knew of 
Christianity from one of the disciples of John or from someone 
who had heard Jesus during the first year of His Galilean minis-' 
try. But, as you say, his knowledge was very imperfect, since he’ 
didn’t even know about Christian Baptism. He probably knew of 
the moral teachnigs of our Lord, and that He was a great prophet. 
from God. Beyond that, it would be hard to say what else he. 
knew. After his conversion, he went to Corinth. Although he was 
a great help to the Christians, he also became, through no fault 
of his, the center of one_of the factions that began to divide the

V1-13) MR. J: There were others in Ephesus, I notice, 
who were also influenced by the preaching of the Baptist. But! 
they weren’t disciples of Apollos, were they? 

XIX: 1-2 FATHER S: There is no reason to think they 

were. Paul found them when he came to Ephesus. 
When something about them attracted his attention, he began to 
inquire about their religious formation. What did Paul mean by 
asking if they had received the Holy Spirit when they became 
believers? 

MR. J: I couldn’t understand that, Father. 
xIN:3-7 FATHER §S: He was asking if they had been 

confirmed, since Confirmation is the completion of the 
Christian initiation of Baptism. When he learned they didn’t even 
know of the existence of the Holy Spirit, he began to doubt the 
validity of their baptism, and with good reason; they had not re- 
ceived Christ’s baptism, but only John’s, a baptism whose whole 
purpose was to express faith in the Redeemer to come. It was not 
sufficient in itself to forgive sins. They were then baptized and 
confirmed, and received the outpouring of the Holy Spirit, a fact 
which was manifested in the gifts of tongues and prophecy. 

MR. J: Wasn’t it necessary to give them any instructions, 
Father’? 

FATHER 8S: Certainly; but St. Luke is simply summarizing 
the main events as is his custom. And now it’s time for you to 
tell me about the foundation of the Church. 

xIX:8-9 MR. J: St. Paul followed the same method as 

a elsewhere. First, he preached to the Jews, but after 
three months he had to leave them. Then he went to the Gentiles. 

FATHER S: But there was something quite new in the way 
he approached the Gentiles in Ephesus. Here he held daily lec- 
tures for them in the school of the rhetorician, Tyrannus. At this 
time, St. Paul is at the height of his activity.. And as you see in 
the following verses, his success was tremendous. As a result of 
his own public and private preaching in Ephesus and also of the 
work of his helpers whom he sent out into the surrounding 
country, the whole Roman province of Asia was evangelized in 
these two years. And God gave altogether extraordinary power 
to St. Paul in this part of the world where black magic held such | 
sway over the minds of men; even articles which he had used in| 
his trade of tent-making were the instruments by which God. 
worked miraculous cures and exorcisms of the possessed. We must 
not forget, you know, that during al] this time he was still sup-

About this time they 
began an organized and sometimes very successful effort to per- 
vert the Christians whom St. Paul had won to-the love of Christ. 
MR. J: How do you know al] that, Father? 
" FATHER S: Some of it we will see later in the Acts; some 
XIX:13-16 is known from the Epistles. But to continue; we have 
: several specific events which took place at this time in 
Ephesus. The first concerns Sceva and two of his seven sons who 
attempted to drive out a devil from a possessed man. Note the 
prominence of this man; he was of the family of the high priest. 
How did these sons of his get into trouble? 

MR. J: When they themselves couldn’t drive out a devil by 
their ordinary means, they tried to invoke the name of Paul and 
of Jesus. But the devil just mocked them and gave them a good 
drubbing through the possessed man. 

FATHER S: There were seven sons of Sceva who were exor- 
cists; but in verse sixteen you will note that only two of the seven 
were engaged in this exorcism. The lesson these two received had 
quite an effect on the people as well as on them, didn’t it? 

MR. J: Yes, it gave all the people in Ephesus a

FATHER §S: He meant that they could be accused of the 
crime of unlawful assembly. In the Roman provinces, only the 
Roman authorities were allowed to call a town assembly. Anyone 


and the people who took part in the assembly could be punished 
for sedition or revolt against the Roman authority. The Romans 
considered it a very serious matter, because they wanted to take 
no chances on actual revolts springing up among conquered 
peoples. 


MR. J: It’s no wonder, then, that the people came to their 
senses. 
: FATHER S: And that brings to an end the stay of St. Paul 
in Ephesus. He began this third journey in the latter part of 53 
A.D. It must have taken him several months to get from Antioch 
to Ephesus. Then he stayed in Ephesus about three years, Thus, 
we are now in the year 57 A.D., shortly after the celebration of 
Easter, when Paul gets ready to make a hasty departure from the 
city as a result of the still threatening temper of the mob. At

said that if he could not believe 
in the Catholic Church he certainly 
could not believe in any other; 
that if he could believe that any 
Tom, Dick or Harry was authorized 
+o found a religion, then surely 
God Almighty, in the person of 
Christ, had that right; that, as a 
matter of fact, only God could 
devise a method of salvation be- 
cause Heaven belongs to Him and 
can be offered on any terms only 
by Him.

They usually cut themselves off 
from the Catholic Church by an 
unlawful or invalid marriage, and 
if their marriage partner be un- 
willing to have the marriage val- 
idated by the Church, the stronger 
willed person wins out. In other 
words, if he will not yield to a 
Catholic, but insist on the Cath- 
olic doing the yielding, the latter 
often does that. He (she) does 
not join a Protestant sect from 


any inward conviction.

A few years ago you published 
that portion of the Eire Constitu- 
tion which deals with the family 
and education. I have lost my copy 
of this paper and would appreciate 
it if you would repeat what your 
paper then carried. 

In the Constitution for Eire 

(Ireland) which became effective 
on December 29, 1937, we read: 
_ 1. The State recognizes the Fam- 
ily as the natural primary and 
fundamental unit group of society, 
and as a moral institution pos- 
sessing inalienable and imprescript- 
ible rights, antecedent and supe- 
| rior to all positive law. 

The State, therefore, guarantees 
to protect the Family in its con- 
stitution and authority, as the nec- 
essary basis of social order and as 
indispensable to the welfare of 
the Nation and the State. 

2. In particular, the State recog- 
nizes that by her life within the

No person whose marriage has 
been dissolved under the civil law 
of any other State but is a sub- 
sisting valid marriage under the 
law for the time being in force 
within the jurisdiction of the Gov- 
ernment and Parliament established 
by this Constitution shall be cap- 
able of contracting a valid mar- 
riage within that jurisdiction dur- 
ing the lifetime of the other party 
to the marriage so dissolved. 
Article 42 deals with education, 
but associates it with the family, 
as follows: : 

1. The State acknowledges that 
the primary and natural educator 
of ‘the child is the Family and 
guarantees to respect the inalien- 
able right and duty of parents to 
provide, according to their means, 
for the religious and moral, intel- 
lectual, physical and social edu- 
eation of their children. 

2. Parents shall be free to pro- 
vide this education in their homes 
or in private schools or in schools 
recognized or established by the 
State. 


Family is founded, and to protect 
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Only five out of every 100 men reaching 
age 65 have an income adequate to provide 
for their expenses during the remaining years 
of their lives.

2 pats Saturday all the principal college football teams in the coun- 
try who have not already done so will swing into action and the 
1947 football season will be under way in all sections of the country. 
From all I hear and read there aré already outstanding teams in all 
sections, but this little essay will be devoted to only one of them— 
Notre Dame. 


Notre Dame Of 1947... 


So far, within the past three or four weeks, I have read in 
newspapers and magazines, and have heard over the radio, that 
Notre Dame (1) will be the best team in the middle west; (2) 
that it will be the best team in the country; (3) that it will be 
the greatest team in the history of college football. I haven't 
heard anyone go beyond that, but, then, I don't get to read all the 
papers and magazines, nor listen to all the radio programs, heaven 
forbid. 


After having watched the boys practice for about a month, I 
believe I can agree with propositions (1) and (2), but will have to 
reserve judgment until the night of next Dec. 6 for (3.) 

There isn’t any argument to it; this year’s Notre Dame team 
should be able to pick up where last year’s left off, and take it 
from there. There is tremendous strength in all positions, two- 
three-four deep, in some instances. The line is big, rough, tough, 
fast and experienced. The backfield isn’t as heavy or as deep as it

After serving more than a year and a 
half in the army following his graduation from high school he was) 
sent home from Japan a year ago for discharge. He landed on the west | 
coast, took a plane to South Bend, arrived four days before the Purdue- |

in that game! It was intended only as a token appearance because so | 
many of his home town friends were in the crowd of 50,000, yet he | 
carried the ball twice and on his second try he was just slipping into the |

Well, he developed rapidly and by the time the Tulane game 
was reached he was the team’s outstanding ball carrier. In that 
game he displayed his old time form, ran for three touchdowns and 
was headed for a fourth when he twisted a knee and went down 
and out for the season. Last winter, he underwent an operation on 
the knee at the Mayo Clinic, Rochester, Minn., but could not take . 
part in spring practice. When fall practice opened about four 
weeks ago, he still was slowed up by that knee injury, so Coach 
Frank Leahy announced that rather than risk permanent injury 
to the boy, he would keep him out all year. As a result, Zalejski is 
not even practicing this year, but does take special exercises 
worked out by the doctors designed to strengthen the knee and get 
him ready to take part in spring practice next year. It is expected 
he will be ready to play next fall, but I greatly regret that he 
won't get a chance to run behind Notre Dame’s 1947 line, although 
being in full agreement with the head coach’s decision to keep 
him on the sidelines throughout the season.

Cincinnati, Sept. 22— (NC)— 
Archbishop John T. MeNicholas, 
O.P., of Cincinnati, has announced 
that he has been authorized by 
Pontifical authority to approve the 
Home Missioners of America, also 
_|known as the Glenmary Mission- 
ers, as a diocesan institute. 

The society is made up of priests 
and Brothers who do not take the 
vows of the religious state, but 
live a community life in the man- 


ner of the Maryknoll Fathers. A 
Maryknoll priest has been at the 
Glenmary Motherhouse at inter- 
vals as counsellor and professor of 
missiology. 

The Home Missioners of Amer- 
ica began their work in the Arch- 
diocese of Cincinnati in 1937. To- 
day there are 18 priests, 22 semi- 
narians and five Brothers. The

vely uniform for the same cate- 
gory of work in a plant. In Rus- 
sia all wages are on a sweated 
labor basis, with some men 
making thirty times as much 
money as others on the same job. 
Relentless pressure for output pre- 
vails. 

8. In Canada the union, under 
certain conditions, may strike. In 
Soviet Russia, strikers would be 
shot. 

4. In Canada there is no offi- 
cial penalty for lateness. In So- 
viet Russia lateness of twenty 
minutes without a certificate from 
the plant doctor, makes one liable 
to such penalties as forced labor 
in Siberia. (Cf Izvestiay Jan. 3, 
1939). 

5. In Canada the workers are 
free to change their jobs. In the 
USSR they are frozen to their 


jobs. (Decrees in September, 
1930, and January, 1939). 

6. In Canada, the worker can 
own his own home; as a _ tenant, 
he is protected by contract and 
during recent emergency years 
was helped by the freezing of 
rents and a temporary guarantee 
of continued occupation. In So- 
viet Russia there is one vast “com- 
pany town,” with all lodgings 
owned by the Government. There 
the factory boss can eject the 
worker from his home for breach- 
es of labor discipline (grousing, 
lateness, etc.) and he can get no 
other home. (Edict of December 
4, 1932). 

7. In Canada there is a pro- 
gressive adoption of the principle 
of holidays with pay. Wages are 
so much higher than in Russia 
that individuals plan their va- 
cations personally. In Soviet Rus- 
sia every worker is supposed to 
get holidays with pay and free 
accommodation in glorified holiday 
resorts, but by an edict of April, 
1934, these privileges are reserved 


for a small minority of shock 
brigaders. 
8. In Canada the workers’ chil- 


'dren are entitled to free education 


up to Grade XI, and in some prov- 
inces up to Grade XIilI. (The lat- 
ter are equivalent to a fuli uni- 
versity education in Russia, where 
high schools end at Grade X, fol- 
lowed by three university years). 
In the USSR since 1940 workers’ 
children must pay heavy fees after 
Grade VII (edict of October 2, 
1940), and those who can’t pay 
are drafted into compulsory labor 
battalions. As a result, very few 
Soviet workers children ever get 
beyond Grade VII. 

9. In Canada; old age pensions 
are granted by all the provinces. 
On December 31, 1944, there were 
187,127 persons out of 11,500,000 
receiving pensions, averaging $24 
a month. Although in the USSR 
in 1935 there were over more than 
1,000,000 persons (out of 170,000,- 
000) legally entitled to old age 
pensions, only 91,055 persons re- 
ceived pensions and the amount 
paid was less than $4 a month. 
The Journal de Moscou of Sep- 
tember 22, 1936, tells how 250 
workers at the Three Mountains 
textile factory were receiving pen- 
sions totaling 70,000 rubles or 
23% rubles per man per month— 
a monthly sum that would then 
buy 50 pounds of bread or 13 
quarts of milk. 

10. In Canada there is no pen- 
alty for leaving the country. In 
Soviet Russia the penalty for es- 
caping the country is death (edict 
of November, 1929, still in force in 
paragraph 58 of the Penal Code 
in its 1943 edition), with five years 
in Siberia for one’s innocent 
family (edict of June, 1934). 

ll. In Canada there is no 
forced labor, except for criminals 
m penitentiaries, who totaled 2,969 
at the end of 1943. In Russia up- 
wards of 20,000,000 Soviet slaves 
are dying at forced labor in the 
vast concentration. camps of the 
KVDMVD, many of them for no 
greater offence than being late for 
work, or being the relatives of a 
refugee - The figure 20,000,000 
was taken from “Communism in 
Action,” (U. S. House Document 


754, 79th Congress, 2nd Sessi

indicates that children from oth- 
er parishes, some miles distant, 
are coming daily to this School. 
This is as it should be because 
the little sacrifice entailed both 
by tuition and transportation is 
insignificant as compared to the 
incalculable benefits derived by 
the students and the parents of 
the students through the relig- 
ious environment, the religious 
instruction and the spiritual 
stimulation they receive during 
the most dangerous period of 
their lifetime. 
Catholics seldom take into ac- 
count the fact that even when 
all the students pay the small 
tuition, they do not begin to meet 
the expenses entailed by the con- 
duct of a school. Central Cath- 
olic School, Fort Wayne, and 
Catholic Central School at Ham- 
mond, for instance, could not be 
duplicated today for $1,000,000 
each, yet the people whose chil- 
dren patronize those schools have 
paid nothing towards this capi- 
tal investment. Then mainten- 
ance costs thousands of dollars 
more than the tuition brings in.

the tuition runs from $10.00 to 
$20 a month, which seems ex- 
cessive, but it costs even more 
to educate a child in the public 
high school, which some regard 
as “free.” If a child living out- 
side the city of Fort Wayne, for 
instance, were to enroll in any 


city, he would have to pay tui- 
tion in the amount of $200.00 a 
year. 


While no tuition is collected in 
the classroom from city pupils 
their parents are paying high 
tuition in an indirect way. They 
pay it by taxation—and fully 
one-half of all the local taxes 
are used for the operation of 
the schools. But some will say 
“We do not pay taxes; we do not 
own our own home and, there- 
fore, have no property tax to 
pay.” But you are paying the full 
school tax for the one who owns 
your home. If rents are high it 
is largely because of taxes and, 
as we have remarked, one-half 
of all the taxes are needed to 
run the schools. Your rent would 
be much lower if the school taxes 
were not included in it. 

The Bishop commends those 
pastors who, by providing a 
school bus, show as great an 
interest in children of the parish 
who live a considerable distance 


| from the parochial school as they 


show in the ones who live close 
to the school and are able to walk 
back and forth every day, or to 
use the school bus pass, sold at 
a discount to children. 

Christ said “He who receives 
one such little one in My name 
receives Me.” 

Neither pastor nor parents can 
display too great interest in the 
lambs of Christ’s flock or in the 
adolescent youth whose relig- 
ion and spirituality must suffer 
by daily association with chil- 
dren who have no faith and no 
definite moral standards because 
their parents have not had the 
same. 

Even at some cost and incon- 
venience hearken to Christ’s ap- 
pealing words: “Suffer the lit- 
tle children to come unto Me and 
forbid them not.”

In his pastoral letter Archbish- 
op Ritter said that it had come to 
his attention that “a small group 
of individuals have signified their 
purpose of taking civil action to 
restrain us from carrying out a 
policy which we consider our right 
and duty as chief pastor of the 
faithful of this archdiocese, re- 
gardless of race or nationality.” 

“We realize that many of these 
good people are being gravely mis- 
led,” he said. “Consequently we 
take this occasion to remind them 
of their filial obligation as Catho- 
lies to cooperate with their bishop 
and clergy and their fellow Catho- 
lics in issues which are funda- 
mental in our holy Catholic faith, 
namely, not only the equality of 
every soul before Almighty God, 
but also obedience to ecclesiastical 
authorities. 

“After mature deliberation, and 
fully confident of the loyalty of 
the faithful, we now deem it op- 
portune to caution them. 

“By the general law of the 
Church, there is a serious penalty 
of excommunication which can be 
removed only by the Holy See. 
This penalty is incurred auto- 
matically should an individual or 
a group of individuals, without per- 
mission, in violation of canon 2341, 
presume (that is, after full knowl- 
edge) to interfere in the admin- 
istrative office of their bishop | /
